You have requested expedited processing of your request. I have determined that 
your request for expedited processing should be granted.

The time needed to 
process your request will necessarily depend on the eomplexity of our records search and on 
the volume and complexity of any records located. Furthermore, any decision with regard to 
the application of fees will be made only after we determine whether fees will be implicated 
for this request. Your request has been assigned to the expedited track and will be processed 
as soon as praeticable.
